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PREFACE. 


In submitting tliis volume to the Public, the author has to observe 
that his task differed materially in its compilation from that of 
the two preceding volumes forming part of this series, in which 
he had numerous works of the kind before him, in Hebrew 
and English, that could well guide him, besides the great store 
of research displayed in the learned though prolix dictionaries of 
the German school. In the present work he had only before him 
two Lexicons from English into Hebrew—the Germans possessing 
only the same number, one being the ,_ OJ? ]1'ts6 TlD^Fl, an ex¬ 
cellent work by the eminent Ben Seeb, and another, more 
elaborate yet scarcely more useful, by Schroder. The two 
English editions were originally published at a very high price, 
so as not to bring them within the reach of the general student. 
A very limited number of copies were issued, and are now both 
“ out of print.” The edition which appeared last of the two was 
that called D'^t3 ITOD, edited by the late learned Michael Josephs, 
Esq.; and, f i n d in g that this one corresponded with the modern 
theory and system pervading our first and second volumes of the 
“ Hebrew and English Dictionary,” we availed ourselves of that 
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valuable work throughout our labours. As the editor of a 
grammar or lexicon in a language like the Hebrew, cannot 
with candour, claim at best more than the title of a compiler, 
we thankfully acknowledge the eminent services rendered to 
Hebrew literature by the learned Michael Josephs in the work 
above mentioned and the benefit we derived therefrom. 

The difficulties that present themselves in finding adequate 
words, terms, or phrases, in the narrowly-confined boundaries of 
the dead tongue of the ancient Hebrews, for the rich, copious, 
living, and daily increasing English language, are af once great 
and numerous. But these difficulties are by no means insur¬ 
mountable; for when the comparatively small store of words and 
phrases contained in the original and legitimate Hebrew, the 
twenty-four books of the Old Testament, which is so easily 
exhausted, affords no more supplies, the numerous post-biblical 
works of classical authority, such as the Mishna, the Babylonian 
and Jerusalem Talmuds, the Taxgumim, the Midrashim, the 
works of Maimonides and other eminent and classical writers of 
"the Rabbinical School, offer so abundant a source of modernized 
r(we use this term advisedly in comparison with the ancient 
Hebrew of the Holy Scriptures) Hebrew words and phrases that, 
it may safely be said, there is no pure word in the English 
language which cannot be fully expressed in Hebrew. Modern 
inventions, caused by the incessant progress in arts and sciences 
ibave naturally produced new English words—a privilege allowed 
to all living languages. To find substitutes in Hebrew for such 
modernised terms, recourse must naturally be had to the same 
process—to manufacture terms. We, as well as Mr. Josephs, have 
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richly availed ourselves of this privilege. Finding, however, that 
there were numerous defects in the punctuation of vowels, and in 
the Scriptural quotations, caused no doubt by the advanced age 
of the erudite author, we have carefully revised and corrected 
these misprints, and followed the same principle of combining 
conciseness with completeness, brevity with clearness, which we 
adopted in the previous volumes—forming with the present one, 
a complete Hebrew-English and English-Hebrew Dictionary; 
containing, in the former, all the Scriptural Chaldee roots; in the 
latter, most of the Chaldee words and phrases in the post-biblical 
writings of the Hebrews, besides a compendious Hebrew Grammar 
in "V ol. I. The size of the Work, the very low price, unprece¬ 
dented in Hebrew-English publications, and meeting the demand 
of the present times, will eminently adapt it to the use of schools, 
whilst it will be found fully to answer the purposes of more 
advanced students of the sacred tongue in which the word of God 
was revealed to man.
